Response to Arguments 



In view of the appeal brief filed on January 18, 2007, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. A restriction is set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the following 
two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR LI 1 1 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply xmder 37 
CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41 .3 1 followed by an 
appeal brief under 37 CFR 41 .37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and appeal brief fee 
can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth in 37 CFR 41 .20 have 
been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant must pay the difference between 
the increased fees and the amount previously paid. 

A Supervisory Patent Examiner (SPE) has approved of reopening prosecution by signing

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions groups I-IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination of group II as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination group I as claimed because although the combination teaches the use of an 
indicia indicative of a level of control, the use of indicia is common and well known in the art 
and in no way shows the specifics of the content distribution control system of group I is the 
system used to create and assign the indicia in the subcombination claimed in group I. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as creating content with an indicia for use in a network. 

The combination of group II as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination group III as claimed because although the combination teaches the use of an 
indicia, the use of indicia is common and well known in the art and in no way states generating a 
list of allowable operations as stated in subcombination group III, nor does it include the 
specifics as to the system in which the indicia is assigned to the content, as stated in combination 
group II since subcombination group III only deals with receiving content that includes indicia. 
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The subcombination has separate utiHty such as allowing specific control of the type of 
operations allowed on a certain content that includes the indicia. 

The combination of group II as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination group IV as claimed because although the combination teaches the use of an 
indicia, the indicia in combination group II is used to determine a level of control on the content 
whereas the indicia used in subcombination group IV pertains to the control of .the distribution of 
the content, thus the indicia does not require the particulars of the combination group 11. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as controlling how the content is distributed. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. 
See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or 
divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable 
in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
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inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Conclusion 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
